Madison—(.T)—The state supreme 


court today ordered a new trial for 
former Municipal Judge David M. 
Evans, Waukesha, who was con- 
victed last July on charges of giv- 
ing perjured testimony before a 
grand jury investigating gambling 
and vice conditions in Waukesha 
county. 


The high court set aside the two 


year sentence in state prison im- 
posed upon Evans by Circuit Judge 
Jesse Earle, on the ground that he 
did not have a fair trial. The deci- 
sion was written by Justice Ed- 
ward T. Fairchild. 


Thc perjury charge involved a 


slot machine which Evans testi- 
fied he took to his home after it 
had been confiscated by the Wau- 
kesha county sheriff. Officials lat- 
er found the machine in a tavern. 
Judge Evans told the grand jury 
the device'had never been out of 
his house except for repairs. 


Court's Decision 


The supreme court said: 
"There is no dispute as to Evans 


having a slot machine; he admitted 
having it, but 
his testimony in 


that respect, since it was true, fur- 
nished no basis for an accusation of 
perjury, nor was there any dispute 
as to the manner in which he ob- 
tained it." 


According to the records in the 


case the slot machine was placed 
in a tavern by Anton Vogt. The su- 
preme court said if Judge Evans' 
explanation were true, he ought 
not to be found guilty of "know- 
ingly, wilfully and completely tes- 
tifying" concerning the placing of 
the device in a tavern by Vogt. 


"A statement is not perjury if it 


is not material to the matter under 
investigation or if it is misleading 
only to a harmless act," Justice 
Fairchild said in his decision. "The 
false testimony must be given wil- 
fully and completely for the pur- 
pose of throwing the curtain over 
a material fact under investigation. 


"Issue Confused" 


The decision added: 
"The indictment, when thorough- 


ly analyzed, is sufficient to advise 
the defendant (Evans) of the crime 
with which he is charged. It con- 
tains the elements 
necessary for 


charting the trial and pointing out 
the real issue, but unfortunately no 
such analysis seems to have been 
made and the result was that the 
issue was confused by a mixture 
of fact questions 
which put the 


defendant at a disadvantage. 


"Evans could have been rescued 


from this confusion of issues by 
rulings 
and 
instructions 
which 


would direct the attention of the 
jury to the real 
issue, namely, 


whether Evans testified falsely be- 
cause he knew about or partici- 
pated in the act of Vogt in setting 
the machine out or putting it on 
location. 


"In his charge to the jury the 


learned judge (Judge Earle > ade- 
quately defined the crime of per- 
juy and told the jury the defendant 
was presumed to be innocent, and 
that this presumption 
relates to 


every essential 
element 
of 
the 


crime with which the defendant 
was charged. 


Instructions to Jury 


"But we are of the opinion that 


the defendant's interests were not 
adequately protected 
because the 


jury was not pointedly told that 
the crime of perjury could not be 
established in this case unless the 
evidence convinced them beyond 
reasonable doubt that Evans knew 
of the act of Vogt in putting the 
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State Defeated in 
Effort to Enforce 
'33 Chain Tax Act 


Two Adverse Dane County 


Decisions Upheld by 


Supreme Court 


Madison —W— The state today 


was defeated in two cases in which 
it sought to enforce the provisions 
of the 1933 chain store tax law. 


Two Dane county circuit court 


decisions, adverse to the state, were 
affirmed by the supreme court in 
favor of the Sinclair Refining com- 
pany, a Maine corporation, and 
Campbell's Dollar Stores, Inc., a 
Delaware corporation. 


The state, appelant in both ac- 


tions, sought to 
collect 
approxi- 


mately $67.000 from the 
Sinclair 


company, and to prevent the Camp- 
bell firm from obtaining a $204.78 
refund in tax monies paid under 
protest. 


Counsel for the companies claim- 


ed the license provision of the law, 
under which the state filed suit, 
was repealed before it became ef- 
fective. 


Provision of Law 


The law provided that if the sec- 


tion calling for a tax on gross in- 
come of chain establishments was 
declared invalid, the section con- 
taining the alternative of a license 
tax was to become effective, be- 
ginning July 1. 1933. 


The Wisconsin Supreme court in- 


validated the first section June 4, 
1935. 
The state then appealed to 


the United States Supreme court. 
On Oct. 4. 1935. the state legislature 
repealed the law. The United States 
Supreme court declined to review, 
Oct. 21, 1935. 


The 
two 
companies contended 


that "final determination" 
of the 


first provision occurred at the time 
of the United States court's deci- 
sion, several weeks after the law 
was wiped off the books, and there- 
fore the license provision did not 
become effective. 
They claimed 


also the law was unconstitutional 
and that its repeal indicated the 
legislature intended that it should 
have no effect. 


The state claimed the date of in- 


validation was June 4, 1935, when 
the state 
supreme 
court 
ruled 


against the law, several months be- 
fore it was repealed. The state also 
contended that the repeal of the old 
law and substitution of a new one 
did not relieve the firms of respon- 
sibility under the former.

clear-cut precedent. 


First of all, the labor board itself 


recognized that the local of the A. 
F. of L. was a bona fide labor or- 
ganization and that the employer 
had not caused it to come into ex- 
istence, although the employer was 
alleged to have shown a preference 
for it 


Penalize Employer 


Now, 
the supreme court, while 


stating that the employer should ba, 
and in this case was, penalized for 
discriminating against certain em- 
ployes, held that the fact that such 
discriminating existed was not suf- 
ficient to allow the board to break 
down the contract. 


The court takes the views that 


whatever the employer does is one 
thing and what the employes of a 
bona fide local like the A. F. of L. 
do is quite another. To put it more 
concretely. Chief Justice Hughe.;, 
in his opinion, says that the em- 
ployes of a bona fide and indepen- 
dent labor union cannot be depriv- 
ed of their right to make a contract 
with an employer just because the 
employer exercises a preference or 
does something else which can be 
corrected, for instance, by order- 
ing the reinstatement of the em- 
ployes who were 
discriminated 


against. The chief justice points ou 
that the National Labor Relations 
act was passed to assure collective 
bargaining and that, in this case, the 
A. F. of L. union certainly exer- 
cised on behalf of -80 per cent of the 
employes the right of collective 
bargaining. The court went on to 
say that, if the company influenced 
the election, there was no evidence 
to support it and should have been 
introduced by the opposing union, 
namely a CIO unit or by the board. 


Dissenting Opinions 


There is no telling what the su- 


preme court might decide in a case 
in which the evidence painly show- 
ed that the company conspired with 
an independent labor organization 
like the A. F. of L. to create a unit 
to which preference might be given 
over the CIO or some other labor 
unit. The dissenting opinions 
of 


Justices Reed and Black clearly in- 
dicate that they side with the labor 
board in its belief that an act of 
the company in collusion with a 
union tends to impair the right of 
the union in making contracts with 
an employer or the right of the em- 
ployer in making an 
agreement 


with the favored union. But even 
conceding this view of the minority 
the fact remains that six out of the 
eight sitting justices concurred in 
this point: 


"The act (meaning the Wagner 


law) gives no express authority ;o 
the board to invalidate 
contracts 


with independent labor organiza- 
tions. We think that this authority 
to order affirmative action 
doas 


not go so far as to confer a puni- 
tive jurisdiction enabling the board 
to inflict any penalty it may choose 
because he (the employer) is en- 
gaged in unfair labor practices, ev- 
en though the board be of the opin- 
ion that the policies of the act 
might be effectuated by such an 
order." 


Majority Opinion 


The majority opinion is replete 


with brief comments on procedural 
points which labor lawyers 
will 


study minutely for a clue to manv 
pending cases. At one time, 
the 


chief justice's opinion speaks of the 
action of a trial examiner in cur- 
tailing the taking of evidence PS 
something "unreasonable and arbi- 
trary." 


The broad ruling on the "effect" 


on interstate commerce is impor- 
tant, though not surprising. 
The 


supreme court, in upholding the 
Wagner law originally more than a 
year ago, took the view that it is 
the "effect" of an interruption on 
interstate commerce rather than the 
"source" which is the governing 
consideration. An electric light and 
power company like the Consolidat- 
ed Edison may be operating wholly 
inside state lines, but the court now 
holds that a strike paralyzing its 
plant might affect railroads and

In Wisconsin in 1st Three Years

Madlaott—The enormity of the 


expenditures under a new activ- 
ity of state, federal 
and county 


governments was 
shown 
today 


with official' figures of the state 
pension department showing that 
exactly $31,747,896.71 was spent for 
social security aids in Wisconsin 
during the first three years of the 
program. 
The period covers the 


fiscal years 1935-36 to 1937-38. 


The sum equals more than $10 


for every man, woman and child in 
Wisconsin. 


Of the total the federal govern- 


ment bore the largest share, $12.- 
622.649.48, or nearly N40 per cent, 
while the state and county govern- 
ments contributed about equally to 
the balance expended. 


Old Age is Bulk 


Lion's share of the expenditures 


was accounted for by old age as- 
sistance, which amounted to $20,- 
234.231, or nearly two thirds of the 
total. 


Aid to dependent children over 


the three year span totalled $9,- 
934,535, while blind pensions ac- 


counted for the remainder of the 
total. 


Indicative of the reason for the 


huge expenditure is the fact that 
the number 
of persons receiving 


old age assistance rose from slight- 
ly more than 12,000 at mid-year of 
1936 to more than 38.000 last June 
30, and over 40,000 today. Depen- 
dent children's aid beneficiaries al- 
so jumped 
tremendously,' while 


strangely enough, the number of 
blind pensioners declined, from 2.- 
029 two years ago to 1,973 last 
June. 


Contribution Varies 


Although the national govern-

I should ex- 
pect an Anti-Nazi League to op- 
pose }his statement because, in my 
opinion the Anti-Nazi League is a 
Communist body and Father Cough- 
lin is out to fight Communism. 


Then followed the implication 


that Father Coughlin said that if 
the above facts were true, "the rest 
of the Jews should be punished." 
Here you have deliberately or ig- 
norantly falsified his statements. 
What Father Coughlin actually said 
was this, "I ask an insane world 
to distinguish between the inno- 
cent Jew and the guilty Jew as 
much as I would ask the same in- 
sane world to distinguish between 
the innocent Gentile and the guil- 
ty Gentile."

Yes, indeed, for one of the major 


causes of motor accident is the fact 
that our automobiles arc still being 
manufactured with the gas Icvor 
or accelerator operated by the same 
foot which works the brake pcd 
al. 


This obsolete concept in automo- 


tive engineering handicaps even the 
best kind of motorist. In driving r 
car. left foot remains on the clutch 
pedal, which has little to do with 
safety. 


Pushing on this pedal has scarcely 


any immediate effect on slowing 
down the speed of the machine. Th<- 
brake pedal, however, is the real 
safety pedal of a car. 


And every motorist's foot should 


be kept constantly on the brake 
pedal. But this is impossible unless 
we feed the gas by hand, for mo- 
dern automobiles still employ the 
"brake" foot for the accelerator. 


In an emergency, therefore, tht 


driver of an automobile must waste 
a precious fraction of a second re- 
moving his foot from the acceler- 
ator, lifting it several inches up- 
ward and to the left. Then he must 
push it forward an inch or two 
before the brake pedal even starts 
to function. 


In this wasted fraction of a sec- 


ond, his car speeds an extra 30 to 
50 feet toward the danger, even 
though he has intelligently perceiv- 
ed the situation. In short, he can- 
not begin applying his brakes, even 
when he has seen the child ahead 
and has flashed a signal to his feet, 
because neither is on the brake ped- 
al. 


Automotive engineering has con- 


centrated too much on the clutch 
pedal. It is high time we began 
saving thousands of lives each year 
by placing the emphasis on the 
brake pedal. 


No car is under control when a 


driver does not have his foot con- 
stantly on the brake pedal. It does 
not help a great deal to lower our 
Chicago boulevard speed limit from 
40 to 35 miles per hour, when we 
permit automobiles to be manufac- 
tured and sold which violate the 
first and probably most fundament-1 


al law of safety.

The Great Blue Heron is called 


Wisconsin's most stately and pic-, 
turesque bird, more than three feet 
tall, with its long neck and long 
legs, and a wing spread of five 
to six feet. 


It is of bluish gray color, most- 


ly white on the 
throat and the 


breast and belly of the bird is black. 
In spring and summer it has two 
long, slender floating plumes from 
the back of the head. 


The birds have established rook- 


cries where they return year after 
year to rear their families. These 
rookeries are usually in heavy for- 
ested areas. When the birds arrive 
in the spring they go directly to 


their rookies and start preparation 
for nesting. They arrive soon after 
the middle of March. 


The Great Blue Heron feeds on 


fish. Fish hatcheries must be guard- 
ed against the 
inroads of 
these 


birds but the contention is that 
the Great Blue Heron is enough of 
a wildlife asset to more than com- 
pensate for its fisherman activities. 


This bird can be identified in 


flight as it carries its neck in an 
S-shape, legs stretched out behind, 
and moves its wings slowly. 


The nest is a large structure of 


sticks and reed stems, usually in the 
top of tall trees but sometices in 
bushes or on the ground. 


The Great Blue Heron goes south 


for the winter, ranging as far as 
Panama.

ot Cleopatra is one which was cut 
into the stone wall of an Egyptian 
temple. It does not show her as 
"a great beauty," and the best of 
olden records do not describe her 
in that way. Yet her features were 
pleasing, and she was graceful in 
manner. Her voice was sweet and 
musical, and her dark eyes could 
sparkle in a merry way.

If we may 
believe 


statements left by the ancient his- 
torian, Plutarch, she was one of 
the most learned women of her 
time. Not only could she speak 
Greek and Egyptian, but also the 
languages of the Ethiopians, 
the 


Syrians, the Medes. the Parthians 
the Arabs and the Hebrews. 


While in Rome she must have 


seen at least one of the "triumphs' 
of Julius Caesar. 
Scores of ele- 


phants, each with a load of treas- 
ure, marched 
through 
the city 


streets. There also were 
thou- 


sands of marching soldiers 
who 


had come back with Caesar 
from 


his conquests in the Orient. 


Cleopatra stayed in Rome unti 


the fateful day when Caesar was 
killed. Partly because they fear- 
ed he would make himself king, as 
well as dictator, a band of assas- 
sins stabbed Caesar to death. Bru- 
tus and Cassius were two leaders 
in the plot. 


Some say Cleopatra hoped to be- 


come Caesar's queen after he had 
taken the 
crown. 
Perhaps 
tha: 


was her plan, perhaps she hopec 
to be "Queen of the World." 
but 


the crown did not 
come to Cae- 


sar's head. 


The Egyptian queen decided to 


hurry back to Egypt, to get away 
from the civil war which might 
follow the death of the 
famous 


general. 
Warfare did follow, and 


one by one the assassins 
were 


hunted down. 
All died in battle. 


or committed suicide, or were put 
to death after bein<r captured. 


Among the friends 
of Caosar 


was one by the name of Marcus 
Antonious, also called Mark 
An- 


tony. He spoke in the Roman Fo- 
rum against 
the murder of 
his 


chief, and led an army 
against 


Brutus and Cassius. 


Lepidus. a general, 
and Octa- 


vian. a nephew of Julius Caesar. 
joined forces 
with 
Antony, and 


the three men "divided the world" 
among themselves. 
Antony's share 


was at first Gaul, but later he was 
given Greece and part of the Orient. 


While he was in Cilicia, a part 


of Asia Minor. Antony sent word 
to Cleopatra that he would 
like 


to see her. The queen was not 
sure Antony would prove friendly, 
but she sailed from ' Alexandria 
across the end of the Mediterran- 
ean s'ea. and soon reached 
the 


coast of Asia Minor.
